THE  COMMODORE,  (Scott-Kemp),  ID. 

This  dahlia  is  without  doubt  the  largest  dahlia  we  have 
ever  grown.  The  stems  are  perfect  and  it  is  a  wonderful 
grower  and  bloomer.  Insect  resistant  and  a  dahlia  that  will 
win  in  any  show  for  the  largest  flower.  The  buds  are  as 
large  as  a  man’s  fist  and  we  are  cutting  blooms  that  meas¬ 
ure  13x7  inches  from  cur  plants,  without  any  forcing  what¬ 
soever.  The  color  is  a  clear  sulphur  yellow,  without  any 
trace  of  any  other  color.  Don’t  overlook  this  dahlia  as  we 
consider  it  the  best  dahlia  on  the  market  for  all  purposes.

GIRL  OF  HILLCREST,  (Scott-Kemp),  ID. 

A  beautiful  dahlia  of  great  size  and  on  excellent  stems. 
A  most  prolific  bloomer  and  a  dahlia  that  will  prove  among 
the  leaders  for  this  year.  The  color  as  shown  on  Ridgeway’s 
color  chart  is  Mikado  Orange  and  is  a  solid  color.  This  dah¬ 
lia  has  bloomed  throughout  the  entire  season  and  retains  its 
huge  size. 

We  won  with  this  dahlia  in  the  1931  Baltimore  show  for 
the  best  three  blooms  of  an  undisseminated  seedling  and 
this  class  was  a  most  hotly  contested  one. 

This  dahlia  should  prove  most  satisfactory  and  we  are 
glad  to  be  able  to  list  it.

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  introduce  this  wonderful 
dahlia  for  Mr.  Cordes,  and  as  we  are  growing  it,  we  can 
assure  you  that  you  here  have  a  dahlia  that  will  hurry  any 
one  to  beat  it.  This  dahlia  won  for  the  largest  flower  in  the 


Los  Angeles  and  Long  Beach,  California  shows  in  1930. 
The  color  is  a  clear  sulphur  yellow  and  the  flower  is  huge. 
The  petals  twist  and  curl  and  give  a  most  pleasing  appear¬ 
ance.  The  stems  are  long  and  perfect  and  the  plant  is  a 
strong  grower.  This  one,  is  one  of  the  earliest  dahlias  to 
bloom  and  there  are  always  flowers  to  be  cut. 

We  have  received  word  from  Mr.  Cordes  that  this  dah¬ 
lia  was  awarded  the  American  Home  Achievement  Medal  for 
the  Most  Worthy  Undisseminated  Dahlia  in  the  1931  show 
of  the  Dahlia  Society  of  Southern  California,  held  in  the 
Biltmore  Hotel,  Los  Angeles,  California.  It  was  also  one  of 
12  that  won  First  for  the  Best  Collection  of  Dahlias  origi¬ 
nating  in  California  and  was  shown  by  Mr.  Cordes.

A  dahlia  that  sure  is  some  bloomer.  The  plants  are 
loaded  with  buds  and  the  well  formed  flowers  are  carried  j 
upon  the  finest  of  stems.  The  color  is  a  pleasing  yellow  with  ; 
slight  brown  shadings  on  the  reverse,  and  this  dahlia  will 
grow  plenty  large.  Our  only  objection  to  this  dahlia  is  that 
it  blooms  too  much,  but  that  is  certainly  not  a  fault,  but 
a  virtue.  If  you  desire  a  vase  of  flowers  at  any  time,  try 
this  one.
